been accomplished everybody was told 
how much 
it surpassed 
the boast i>i 
.Shakespeare's Ariel that he could put a 
girdle round the earth in forty minntes. It 
is a curious illustration of the estimate put 
on the phonograph that a resort is had, not 
to the poets but to Baron Munchausen lor 
a parallel. 
The truth in this case is so as­ 
tonishing, it flies so for beyond the bounds 
of credibility, as to. seem stranger than the 
bold fictions of that noted raconteur. 
The 
Pall Mali 
Oazelle 
says tho phonograph 
“ must have already reminded many per­ 
sons of those frozen notes in Baron Mun­ 
chausen’s horn that became audiblo music 
when tho thaw set in ’* 
This comparison is apt, but it is by no 
means tbe happiest that might have been 
chosen. One of Addison’s humorous papers

trative, and tlie fact that it did not occur to 
a writer in so scholarly a journal us the 
Pall Mail Gazette shows into what noglect 
the classics of Queen Anne’s reign have 
fallen in our age.

Nova Zembla, the crews built huts of turf 
and amused themselves as best they could. 
A period of intense cold coming on they 
found thcmsclvoH unable to be heard, 
although each sailor seemed to himself to 
talk as well as ever. 
This term of utter 
silence had continued for several woek.s, 
when with a turn of tho wind thcro come a 
thaw and the frozen words begor to melt. . 
First a crackling of consonants over their 
heads, then a breeze of whispers, afterward 
syllables and short words, and at length os 
tho thow progressed entire sentences and 
whole conversations were lot loose, until all 
tho congealed words were heard prooiscly 
as they would have been at tho proper time 
if they had not been frozen by the air tho 
moment they pussod the lips of the speakers. 
Addison, or rather tho fictitious journal of 
Sir John Mandevillc, repeats many ludi­ 
crous and diverting specimeup, among them 
the oaths and curses of tho boatswain, 
who took tho opportunity of silenoo to Ireo 
his mind respecting tho captain and got 
strappodocd when his curses thawed out, 
with equally amusing scones among tho 
crews of the Dutch and French ships. 
Now the phonograph surpasses this wild 
freak of humorous invention.

of 8ir John Mandevillo’s sailors in memory 
of their distant sweethearts in Wapping, ns 
fiiithfally os tho groans of the Polar bfar 
were made audiblo three weeks after its 
llesh had been packed in tho moat barrel. 
Instead of congealing sounds in the air tho 
phonograph solidiflos them in a thin plate 
of metal, whero they are securely im- 
prisoiiud for months or years or centuries, 
or until it pleases tho holder of tbe metallic 
plate to let them loose. 
The very words, 
intonations, emphasis and pauses are as 
securely kept os the “ words congealed iu 
nurlhorn air." A drinking song sung by 
Sir John’s sailors would not have been more 
exiustly rendered in the air over their heads 
after the thaw than is any kind of singing 
by tho phonograph. 
Had tho instrum int 
been invented whou Jenny Lind was sing­ 
ing in this country her concerts of that 
period might bo exactly reproduced in any 
New York parlor this evening, or in any 
part of the world a thousand years hence. 
The mechanism by which this is dune—or 
rather the ingenuity and simplicity with 
which it is done almost without mechan­ 
ism—is 
fully described in 
the careful 
ocoount to which wo have referred our 
readers. 
That familiar natural ’phenomenon, the 
oeho, bears some ruseuiblancu to thu phono­ 
graphy 
Men 
will 
sometimes go quite 
out of their way to listen to a good 
echo. 
There is ono on a small lake 
near tho Profile llouso in tho White Motiii- 
tains which gives back sounds with won­ 


derful distfhctnesa, the notes of a bugle 
being finely returned after an interval of 
several seconds. In some parts of tbe world 
there are echoes which will repeat the same 
sounds twenty times iu succession. 
There 
is one in Italy which, when visited by G a^ 
seudi, returned the first line of Virgil six 
times. 
But the echo is as difTerent.from the 
phonograph as the rofleotion of the human 
face in water is from its fixed retention in a 
photograph. 
'The echo returns words only 
while you are present to speak them; tlie 
phonograph is an echo which will re­ 
tain tho very tones of your voice lor 
hundreds of years and enable your great 
grandohildren, and even their great grand­ 
children, to know bow you spoke os a photo­ 
graph will tell them how you looked. 
We 
think we render the phonograph intelligibls 
to those who have not witnesaed it by de­ 
scribing it as an imprisoned echo, which 
con be released at pleasure. 
Addison’s 
pleasant fiction may, perhaps, aid the con­ 
ception. 
The phonograph is an American inven­ 
tion, and one of tho most interesting in the 
long list 
It is still the flippant fashion 
among 
European 
writers 
who 
know 
little 
of 
this 
country 
to 
underrate 
its intellectual attainments. 
B ut even 
Europeans ought to admit a brilliant ex­ 
ception in the domain ofscieooe and inven­ 
tion. 
Tho Americans are the most inven­ 
tive people in the world, and besides a 
multitude of minor inventions of more or 
less utility they bavecontribatod more than 
their share to those greater conquests of 
man over nature which outrank ^oll the 
other intellectual achievements of onr time. 
Even in thó .early beginnings of our history, 
at a time when our population had not 
reoohed two millions, Franklin’s discoveries 
in electricity gave him a pre-eminence in 
that fruitful branch of science which will 
never be eclipsecL 
YVhen he announced 
his capital discovery of the identity of 
lightning and electricity the Boyal Society 
laughed at his theory, but the laughers 
wore soon subdued by the cogency of his 
experiments, and the Boyal Society in 1753 
made amends by conferring on him, un­ 
solicited, its highest honor, the Copley 
medal. It was thus an American who set 
in motion the train of disooveries whose 
most important practical result is the elec­ 
tric telegraph. 
It was our Morse who made 
the final application and established tho 
first telegraph. • It was our Fulton that 
made the first successful application of 
steam 
to 
navigation. 
Our 
Draper 
preceded Daguerre in making sun pictures, 
although the Frenchman got ahead of him 
in turning the discovery to use. 
That most 
beneficent discovery of the age, tho use of 
antnsthctics in medicino and su ^ery , is of 
American origin. 
All the things on which 
we havo now touched, os well os the latest 
invention of Edison, deserve a placo in tho 
highest ranks of successful physical re­ 
search. 
Of inventions which consist in 
purely mechanical applications of well 
known principles Americans have distanced 
all competition in mnltiludc, in variety 
and in importance. 
A catalogue even 
of 
tho 
most 
useful and 
noteworthy 
would be tiresome by its length. To say 
nothing of Whitney’s cotton gin and other 
early iuvoutious enough has been done in 
the lifetime of persons still young to confer 
lustre on American ingenuity. The sewing 
machine, tho mowing and reaping machines, 
the machines for planting seeds and thresh­ 
ing grain are a few among the' many which 
are as tho leaves of the forest for multitude. 
Without dwelling on aohiovements which 
have gone into history we may safely chal­ 
lenge all Europe to show an inventive ge­ 
nius who doservos to stand by the sido of 
Edison. 


I n l m m a n l t j r to t h e 
In s ia n e P o o r. 
In this practical age tho insane pauper is 
regarded us a burden on tho resources of 
the community and iu too many cases 
treated os if tho unhappy being lost with 
reason all the rights that humanity is bound 
to respect. 
Tho sentiment of all civilized 
peoples is opposed to the taking of oven a 
wuithless 
human 
life, and what can 
bo more worthless in its way than the 
life of a panpor lunatio? 
Yet wo owe 
to onr common humanity a duty which 
interest, custom, and oven, in some in­ 
stances, necessity itself cannot Riet asido 
without striking at tho root of civilization. 
The insane cannot bo utilized, it is true, 
like the lower animals when past tho age or 
condition of nscfulness; but they are men 
and womou like ourselves, and oven in 
their dire misfortune retain all tho rights 
which, tho sane exercise. 
Th.'ir oondition 
necessitates thoir confinement and restraint 
os means of preventing them from injuring 
others or themselves ; bat they are not 
criminals, and deserve no punishment, 
even lor acts of violence or insubordina­ 
tion. 
Wo havo a society organized for tho 
prevention of cruelty to nniinuls. 
We bear 
of cruol mcu being ptiuished for ill troat- 
iug the 
dumb 
brutes, 
whoso patient 
HulTering toucncR tho 
hearts 
of 
good 
and 
generous people. 
But 
there 
is, 
seemingly, but little interest extended to 
guff.:rcrs equally holpleas—iiomely, tho in­ 
sane paupers who aro crowded into our 
“charilttble institutions.” Tho story of the 
abuses suffcrod by tho female pauper luna- 
tioH on Blackwell’s Island, which wc publish 
to-day, is only ono of the chapters ol the 
tale of misery thot might bo told in their 
cose. 
They are all but abandoned to the 
savagery of attendants, who bring to the 
discharge 
of 
their 
important 
duties 
no sentiments of 
pity for 
their 
nn- 
lurtnnalo ehargos and, we fear, no intel­ 
ligent appreciation ot thoir wants. 
Are we 
to dopeml, then, on a system of treatm ent 
whiéh when it fails to frighten the insane 
paupers Into sanity kills thorn ? Have ter­ 
ror ond hunger come to be reeognized az 
curative principles in tho treatment of the 
insane ? Tho unofficial visitors to Blaokwoll’s 
Island female “asylum’’ are unanimous 
in their ouudeinnatiun of its mnungcment; 
and although several representativo per­ 
sons aro aware of tho abuses, yet refuse to 
expose them, cuougb is known to warrant a 
stern demand for an iiiimediato reform. 
Tiio Commissioners of Charities and Cor­ 
rection should make a prompt and full ex­ 
planation iu answer toiho complaint made 
against thoir itianogement of the Innatio 
asylum for females on Blackwell's lslan<l.

In to-day’s Hkbald will be found tho text 
of Prince GortachakotTs reply to the Mar­ 
quis of Halisbury’s note. As we have hith- 
I erto said, it is an ample reply to England’s 


I defiance, and is a reply also that astonished 
the English by its civility and diplomatic 
tone. 
As thu 
English Secretary spoke 
somewhat like a bully they thought tho 
Bussiau would exhibit the same bad taste. 
British diplomacy does not moke a mnoh 
happier progress under the slapdash sys­ 
tem of the Marquis of Salisbury than it did 
whou oouduoted on the over-cautious plan 
of Earl Derby—an evidence, if any were 
needed, that it was not so mnoh its style 
that was faulty as the purposes it aimed at. 
These were radically bad, and they havo not 
changed with the change in the MinistYy. To 
have at heart only one’s own interest is bod 
diplomacy, because no nation can stand 
alone in a case of common interest; and the 
surest way to have support is to make it 
certain that you will support in turn tho 
cause of those who are vfith you. 
But if it 
is bud to have a selfish policy, if it is bad to 
isolate a government by intentions that re­ 
gard only its 
own interest, it is a great 
deal 
worse 
to do 
this 
blatantly 
and 
to 
roar 
it 
as 
if 
through 
all tho trumpets ef the sky into every cor­ 
ner of Europe. 
If a nation deliberately 
proposes to sacrifice to its own interest 
everybody that comes in its path the surest 
way to fail is to let everybody know this 
fact. 
That is what 
was done by tho 
circular of the Marquis of Salisbury; which 
pointed out that what England wanted 
to substituto 
lor Bussiau ascendancy 
in 
the 
East 
was 
not 
a 
European 
■equilibrium, 
but a 
more 
absolute 
English ascendanoy. 
In order that all 
might bo safe everything was to be put 
in England’s hands, because England could 
not regard things as safe In any other 
hands. 
That very uudiplomalic note—that 
official 
bray—decided against 
England 
negotiations in progress at two important 
points—negotiations whoso importance it is 
impossible to exaggerate, because 
they 
involved ,the wholo issue between her and 
Bussio, and to succood . in them was 
to 
triumph 
without 
war, 
while 
to 
fail was to 
make 
necessary 
extreme 
measures or retreat 
These points wore 
Constantinople 
and 
Vienna. 
At Con­ 
stantinople England had things her own 
way. Yefyk Paoha, the President of the 
Council, was so thoroughly imbued with 
English sympathies and so much under the 
influence of Mr. Layard, the British Minis­ 
ter, that it could scarcely have been moro 
satisfactory in London if Mr. Layard him­ 
self had been tho Grand Vizier. There was 
a strong Bussiau inflnenoo near tho Sultan 
that 
endeavored to 
oust 
this 
friend 
of England; bat tbe efibrt was vain until 
the English circular demonstrated that 
Turkey had as l^ tl? to hope from English 
protection in the future as she had experi­ 
enced in tho recent past, and admonished 
tho Sultan to do the best he could with the 
vigorous foo whose hand was on his throat. 
Hence the change of Vizier and the declar­ 
ation that Turkey will act on the San 
Stelano 
treaty 
as a valid 
obligation. 
Tho 
other 
point 
of 
diplomatic 
in­ 
terest 
was 
Vienna, 
where 
England’s 
rough speech was enjoyed so far as it dis­ 
tinctly applied to Bussia, but not appreci­ 
ated at all in so,f£^ as it showed that 
British statosmo^^ gould not contemplate 
tho ease before them from any other than a 
strictly British standpoint, and were, con- 
seqnently, as indifferent to Austria’s ideas 
as they were hostile to Bussia’s. That drove 
Andrassy into the arms of Ignatioff 
It is 
now nuderstood in England that the new 
Foreign Secretary has oondncted a delicate 
negotiation with all tho address of a bull in 
a china shop. 


S ulctd*. 
In our local reports to-day there are 
chronicled three ott'eotivo coses of self-mur­ 
der and two attempts in which tho persons 
eager to shufllo off this mortal coil wore leía 
resolute than desperate. 
One of theso may, 
however, bo probably rated ns dospernto 
enough, since he was dragged by a bandy 
policeman from the path of an approaohipg 
railway train. 
Ono of tho considerations 
that determined this unhappy mortal to try 
a final 
riddance 
woS 
the 
foot 
that 
there 
was “no 
ono 
to 
miss 
him," 
never a soul 
to 
tnko 
pity on 
his 
ogony-rto comfort his life or be pained by 
his deoth. 
That five persons should on tho 
same day, in tho neighborhood of tho city, 
endeavor to end their miseries in this sum­ 
mary way implies that tho people hove 
acquired very extensively thq habit of re­ 
garding self-murder as a handj( remedy 
when all others fail. 
For some mouths 
past the number of suicides reported has 
been regularly very largo. 
For our neigh- 
borliood this is a painful novelty. 
Suicide 
occurs from time to tinio everywhere with 
that increased frequency which induces 
people to spoak of it as epidemic. 
Com­ 
monly this is under tho influence of some 
great public moral or meutal excitement. 
But now tho fact mostly cited os a cause is 
“ hard times.” 


C ru e l U e A iu ia tlo n . 
The card published by Bishop Perry, of 
Iowa, appealing to tho public for a suspen­ 
sion of judgment in the case of Bishop 
McCoskry, of Michigan, is an act of jnsticc os 
well as an act of Christian charity. 
Thu 
story about tho aged Bishop of Michigan 
was offered to the U e b a l d before it ap­ 
peared in the Chicago 
Times, 
but Ue 
declined it 
on 
tho 
ground 
that the 
immorality charged had not come under 
the oognizance of any court of justice or 
ooolesiastioal body, and that the press has 
no right to make men iufamons by pub­ 
lishing cnlutiinios which cah bo traced to 
no responsible source. 
We must not bo 
understood to mean that unworthy men in 
tho ministerial protession ought not to be 
exposed, but only that the character of no 
man in any profession ought to be de­ 
stroyed unless upon strong evidence from re­ 
sponsible sutircos. 
There are proper tribu­ 
nals for the investigation of charges agaiust 
olergyraon, 
every denomination 
having 
an eoclosinstical organization to which its 
clergy of all ranks or o'rilers are ivmoiiable. 
It is alike tho duty and tho interest of such 
nrffanisatiuna.to maintain their respeotabil- 


ity by lopping off rotten members; but not 
even the churches, however aolicitons they 
may ^ for the protection of their purity, 
have a right to condemn withont evidence. 
The license of the press -in its assaults on 
the 
characters of 
publie and private 
men has become truly alarming. It ought 
to bo checked by a sense of justice and in 
the interest of pnblic morals. 
The press 
has no right to permit itself to be made the 
vehicle 
of 
irresponsible 
¿alumniators. 
While it is its duty to take cognizuuoe of 
tho proceedings of civil courts and of pub­ 
lic 
trials 
before 
ecclesiastical 
tribu­ 
nals it should abstain from wounding 
the 
reputation 
of 
any 
man 
with­ 
ont 
better evidence 
than 
has 
been 
furnished iu the case of this accused' 
Bishop. Who knows that tho alleged letters 
aro not forgeries ? They werws^rreptitiously 
obtained, and their authenticity is not 
vouched for by any responsible person. The 
ecclesiastical body to which the Bishop be­ 
longs will, of course, probe this matter to tho 
bottom, and meanwhile the public should 
heed the reasonable request of the Bishop of 
Ipwo.

Tho cashier of the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust Company of Paterson, N. J., who 
was 
recently 
sentenced 
to 
imprison­ 
ment in tho State Prison, applied to the 
Court to change the place of incarceration 
to tho County Jail. 
His application was on 
Saturday last refused, although the cus­ 
tomary plea was interposed that his mental 
and physical condition rendered it probable 
that tho labor and hardship o f. the State 
Prison might prove fatal. 
It is not at 
all improbable ■ that some victim of u 
swindling 
trust 
company 
or 
savings 
bank may be at the present moment in a 
New Jersey or New York State Prison, 
serving out a to:*m of imprisonment lor a 
larceny incited by wont, and we do not 
suppose that o plea of bodily indisposition 
or mental angnish would in such a case 
open the prison doors or even relax the 
prison discipline. 
In the ease of tho indis­ 
posed cashier Jersey justice has shown a 
commendable impartiality. 
But how is it 
with New York justice in the cases of tho 
convicted life insurance presidents, Case 
and Lambert? Thoir arrivals at Sing 8ing 
havo not yet been recorded, and probably 
never will bo, for their ill-golten wealth 
appears to bo stronger than the law. 
We 
do not know whether tho New 
Jersey 
cashier has secured wealth, but if he is a 
rich urimiual it would have been greatly to 
his advantage if his offences had been com­ 
mitted on this side of the Hudson Biver.
